J.D. Lee Engineering Limited, Consulting Engineers from Brantford, Ontario 
submitted a cost estimate for renovating a portion of the present Public 
Utilities Building on Victoria Street in Plattsville into a Fire Station for 
the Plattsville Fire Department. 

Joe Nemeth sent notification to the Consideration of the Hughes Drain 
report that he objected having to pay drainage costs for his agricultural 
V lands that provide outlet for Forrest Estates Mobile Home Park residential

Council met at the Township Office at 9:30 a.m. for the second regular 
meeting of the month. Mayor Perry Sibbick presided for the morning session, 
Councillor-at-Large Ross Livingston was appointed Acting Mayor for the 
afternoon. Councillors Roy Baker, Robert Gilholm, Don Harder, Frank 
Parkhouse, and Harry Walton were in attendance. 

Minutes of the October 15th, 1976 regular meeting were adopted as 
circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

County of Oxford Land Division Committee notified Council that application 
for severance was received from Wilfred Demarest, John Mitchell, Joanne 
Urquhart, and Wilfred Sim. Notice of Public Hearing to be held on November 
9, 1976 was received for the John Mitchell, Wilfred Demarest and Howard 
Hagedorn applications for severance. 

Ontario Municipal Board notified Council that they approved amending zoning 
by-laws No. 90-76 (Robert Gravill) and No. 94-76 (Keith & Orville Fried) . 

Oxford County Council advised that Rezoning By-law 103-76 (Johann VanKooten) 
conforms with the Official Plan of the Oxford County Planning Area. 

County of Oxford Planning Department required Council's comments on the 
Larry Etherington draft plan of subdivision in Drumbo, prior to the County 
commenting to the Ministry of Housing. 

Ontario Election Office granted permission to the Clerk to use the 
Municipal Voters List as if it were the enumerators list for the Liquor Vote 
and also granted consent to hold the advance poll for the Liquor Vote on 
November 27, 1976 in conjunction with the Municipal Advance Poll. The 
polling hours will conform with the Municipal Election polling hours 11:00 
a. m. to 8:00 p.m. 

The Township was not successful with charges against Robert Racknor for 
allowing bus parking in a residential area in Drumbo. 

Town of Markham requested Council to endorse a resolution which requests 
the Minister of Culture and Recreation to consider a policy which would 
require the Ontario Athletic Commissioner to place orders for equipment 
purchases approved under any Provincial grant with sports equipment 
retailers located in the Community in which the grant applies. At present, 
equipment orders are placed with a specific distributor in the City of 
Toronto . 

Township of Wilmot requested Council to consider a Boundary Line Road 
Maintenance policy that would eliminate the method of contra-billings 
between Blandford-Blenheim and Wilmot. Under the proposed method each 
Township would provide maintenance only for approximately one-half, of the 
boundary road. 

J.D. Lee Engineering Limited in Brantford submitted drawings certified 
by the Ministry of Labour for the renovation work on the Public Utilities 
Building in Plattsville. 

- Council did not receive any bids for the renovation work after invitation 
tenders were sent to 7 Contractors within the Municipality. Council in- 
structed the Clerk to advertise in two area newspapers. 

From previous minutes, Council endorsed a resolution of the Township of 
West Carleton regarding hydro pole setbacks. The Ministry of Energy 
commented that Ontario Hydro prefers not to have an arbitrary fixed distance 
for the placement of poles, as they would rather work with the municipal 
corporation for the satisfactorily placement due to the varying conditions 
of the terrain where the poles must be located.

Minutes of the December 13th, 1976 regular meeting were adopted as 
circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

County of Oxford Land Division Committee notified Council that 
application for severance was received from Cveta Jokic. 

Ontario Municipal Board approved amending zoning by-law no. 101-76, 
Registered Plan 29 (Wolverton) . The approval will permit 3 new re- 
sidences to be erected on the Lorna Ramey property. 

County of Oxford have no objection to the proposed closing of a 
portion of the road between Concession 7 and 8 in the former Township 
of Blenheim at Wolverton immediately between the Robert Livingston 
property. 

Ministry of Agriculture and Food submitted a list of the members 
appointed to the Ontario Drainage Tribunal and also outlined the 
procedure to be followed if an appeal is presented under The Drainage 
Act. 

Oxford County Animal Shelter requested permission from Council to 
conduct a campaign aimed at raising money to provide funds to erect a 
building for animal shelter in Oxford County. Council had no objection 
to the request. 

County of Oxford Planning Department commented on a report made by 
the Ministry of the Environment concerning the Etherington sub-division 
in Drumbo. Due to the soil conditions the Ministry requires minimum 
15,000 square foot lot sizes if a communal water supply is used.

Ministry of Natural Resources licensed the Community Farm of the 
Brethrens • gravel pit located in Lots 14 and 15, Concession 11 (Blenheim) 
to a total of 30,000 tons of material in any calendar year.
